The Ku Klux Klan is again. becom- 
“img prominent in the United States. 
<< Almost every day the press notes 
“--some new development with respect 
“to it, some alleged extension of its 
‘{nfluence,-some denunciation launch- 


‘ed against it, some action attributed 


to it or denied by it. For the moment 
: it seems as if it might become a for- 
(-midable factor all over the country. 
Not everybody may be familiar 
‘with the origin of this organization. 
- ‘It came into existence at the close of 
the American Civil War of 1861-65, 
‘when the defeated whites of the 
Southern or Confederate States saw 
themselves threatened with  subjec- 
tion to the -hordes of newly. freed 
“and ‘enfranchised negroes. , Between 
“these negroes and.the multitude of 
: officials—the carpet- 
ty baggers,.as they were called—sent 


‘harass the conquered South, the 
“whites of the South w Wpre in a perilous 
position. Oppression ‘and outrage be- 
came the order of the day, and such 
injuries at the hands of those so re- 
‘cently their slaves were intolerable 
to-the proud Southerners. In particu- 
‘lar attacks on white women by 
’ negroes roused the whites to intense 
It was impossible to renew the 
The South was utterly  ex- 
‘hausted and ruined. °Protests or re- 
monstrances to the whites of the 
-North were useless. The ‘war had 
‘left a fesling of vindictive bitterness 
‘between’ the late combatants. Lin- 
coln, whose magnanimous wisdom 
might have made possible a policy of 
‘conciliation, was dead, and the man- 
“mer of his death added fuel to’ the 
‘“flames-of Northern hatred. In such a 
“position the men of the South had re- 
‘sort’ to a desperate method. 
‘formed the Ku Klux Klan. It was a 
“secret society: taking its name from 
‘the ‘click of the revolver when cock- 
..ed.° The object of the Klan was to 
‘protect the whites of the South from 
“the oppression and outrages to which 
. they were being subjected. The 
negroes were the chief objects of its 
‘activities, and knowing the ignorance 
‘and superstitious character of the 


mystery and imposing and awesome 
~gigns, symbols and names, the origin- 


. fed the most dramatic—one might say 
:melodramatic—garb ritual and names 
‘that they could devise. They went 
about. their. work at night, on horse- 
‘back, clad in long white hooded 
‘cloaks, concealing their faces. . They 
acted swiftly and without mercy. 
,-Those who offended against them 
“were captured, brought to trial in 
secret—and the Klan being both 
prosecutor and judge, the result of 
the trials,was a foregone conclusion— 

; and put to death in such a manner as 


/ <to secure the utmost publicity and 


“cause the greatest terror 
ithe negroes. 

' The Federal Government found it 
impossible to suppress the Klan. 
Whenever Federal troops appeared; 
the Klansmen melted away. They 

. doffed their fantastic garb and~ be- 
came again peaceful citizens and in- 
‘dividuals. The Federal troops: could 


amongst 


:.. find nobody to fight against, and the 


’. Solidarity of misfortune, danger and 
bitter sullen resentment bound the 
white Southerners together and made 
, «betrayal of their secrets too rare to 
: help the Federal Government. 

The Klan achieved its ‘purpose. The 


/',- ascendancy of the white race in - the 
«.- South. was gradually restored. The 


“i negroes were terrorized into a respect 
-.. for.their former masters. Outrage 
became comparatively rare, though 
not:,unknown, and still punished by 
the. savage retribution of lynch law. 
The pendulum in. facf swung to the 
other extrerge, and_by various means 
.. legal and illegal the negroes were de- 
prived of many of the rights given to 
them at the close of.the civil war, and 
reduced:to and kept in the position of 
an inferior race. The Klansmen ceas- 
ed to ride, The name of the. Klan he- 
‘gan to be forgotten. outside -of - the 
»,,South itself. Had its -work ended 
“there, it would probably have been 
remembered with something like ap- 
proval throughout the States once

With the end of the Great War 
came a change. Negro soldiers and 
regiments had gone to France in the 
American sarvice and had fought 
there with credit. In France they 
found the colour line less _ tightly 
drawn than in the States. Many of 
them married French girls and took 
them back to the States—a most 1n- 
happy development, leading to misery 
for the white wives, who found them- 
selves ostraciséd in the States. The 
ill-starred proclamation of the doc 
trine of self-determination produced 
its results among the American 
negroes as againet Egyptians, Arabs 
and Indians. The returned negroes 
demanded equality .of treatment. — It 
was, of course, refused. Violence 
and the use of arms were familiar to 
them. Some of the leaders of the 
negro race in America, since the 
death of the cautious and enlightened 
Booker Washington, have not aimed 
at restraint of their followers,~ but 
have cpenly preached a race’ war. 
Outrages began again. Repression 
followed. ‘Bitterness grew on both 
sides, and before long: it. was whisper- 
ed that the Ku Klux Klan were riding 
again in the South. ; 

So-far, however deplorable ‘the exis- 
tence of such a state of things might 
be, it would hardly call for study and 
criticism from outside the States ex- 
cept from an impersonal or disinter- 
ested standpoint. It is the more re- 
cent developments of the movement 
that are deserving of anoiher sort of 
attention. The Klan appears to be 
spreading both its membership and 
its activities cl! over the States, and 
there have been suggestions that it fs 
trying to extend into Canada, if it 
has not already done so. Statements 
have appeared and_been contradicted 
that the récent fire at ‘St. Boniface 
College, Winnipeg, was due to theac- 
tivities of the Klan. 

What is the modern meaning of this 
movement? It is obvious at once 
that the original objects have either 
been lost sight of or have been ex- 
tended to take in others. Neither in 
‘the Northern States nor in any part 
of Canada is there any fear of ‘negro 
ascendancy and certainly In Canada 
there is neither need nor excuse for 
any organization ‘outside of the law 
to take action on its own account. 
If the object of the Klan is to en- 
force the law and to protect indivi- 
duals from oppression, either there is 
mo reason under present conditions 


for its being a secret society operat-. 


ing by hidden methods, or the state 
of society in thé United  Stat- 
es’ must be extremely unsatisfactory 
and even critical. It is a familiar and 
uncontradicted claim that in, Canada 
the criminal law ‘has been success- 
fully enforced by the ordinary authori- 
ties of the law in 2 manner unknown 
in the United States. It is highly un- 
desirable that any extra-legal and sec- 
ret agency should begin to operate in 
Canadas and therefore the activities of 
the revived Ku Klux Klan should be 
most carefully watched with a view 
to action if necessary.

THE KU KLUX KLAN, 
‘) AND SECRET SOCIETIES 


We publish in this issue an atricle 
ag -to the origin of the Ku Klux Klan 
and its rather puzzling revival in the 
United States at the present time. 
It seems as if America is becoming 


almost as fertile in the production of 


secret societies as China has been in 
the past. These societies seem to 
make a point of adopting as 
grandiloquent and imposing titles and 
‘formulas as possible. This may be 
an unconscious and not unnatural re- 
‘action from the unadorned simplicity 
-of a republican community, or it may 
be due to a hollow pnetentiousness 
‘without either taste or humour. In 
the Chinese army until comparatively 
recent times part of a regular sol- 
dier’s drill consisted in the making of 
hideous faces with a view to frighten- 
ing the enemy. There is much the 
same idea at the bottom of ‘the adop- 
tion of resounding and elaborate titles 
“ py the modern American secret soci- 
ety, and very few of them have a defi- 
nite ‘and logical reason for their ac- 
tion as the Ku Klux Klan certainly 
had at its outset, when it meant to 
terrorise ignorant and superstitious 
negroes. In themselves these soci- 
eties are probably perfectly harm- 
less, but they may represent a _ ten- 
dency not without possible mischief 
to the country as a whole. They are 
liable to become communities within 
communities, and as such to aim at 
rivalling or encroaching on the pow- 
ers of the regularly constituted auth- 
orities in the state. In some respects 
it appeers as if an industrial feudalism 
is beginning to come Snto existence. 
When the feudal system was in its

Hearth and Home are two words 
which are linked together’ in the 
English language by long association. 
They stand for what is most prized, 
most valued, almost most sacred to 
the average human being. They are 
the gathering and the dwelling place 
of the ultimate unit of all social 
human life—the family. To many 
people the words at once call up 
early memories of a half circle of 
people old and young, father, mother, 
brothers and sisters, drawn round a 
blazing fire in an open fireplace, play- 
ing some old family game, or listening 
to some stery read aloud by oneé of 
the pice pene This is for most of 
us a good memory—a memory of quiet 
happiness and peace. 

Is there reason to fear that for us 
in Canada hearth and home are in 
some way losing their attraction? In 
one respect, perhaps trivial, perhaps 
of more importance than might be 
thought, we have ‘been and still are 
to a certain extent at a disadvantage 
in Western Canada with regard to 
this matter. The system of central 
heating made necessary by our severe 
winter climate has made the open fire 
blazing on the hearth a thing almost 
unknown ‘to many of us, or seen only 
occasionally in houses where it has 
been introduced for purposes of cheer- 
fulness rather than for those of heat. 
It is perhaps a fantastic idea, but one 
not to be dismissed without considera- 
tion—that our central heating system 
warms our houses at the expense of 
our hearts. There is something soul- 
less and deadening about a ‘room, 
whether it is called living room, sit-

BUSINESS OR POLITICS 


A gloomy picture of the United 
Farmers’ Organization in Ontario was 
painted recently ‘by the Oshawa Re- 
former, edited by J. C. Ross, late edi- 
tor the Farmers’'Sun. The gish of the 
moral pointed therein was that poll- 
tice had played the mischief with the 
business end of the system. Now the 
Regina Leader, commentiig upon the 
serious membership loss experienced 
by the United Farmers of Alberta, 
states that in Saskatchewan the Grain 
Growers’ Association has today only 
15,000 membere, compared to 21,000 
at commencement of the year, and 
40,000 three years ago. The Leader, 
too, is of opinion that mixing business 
and politics is bad for business, In- 
deed, it declares that ‘‘when. politics 
are allowed to enter Into co-operative 
business it is doomed.” The Leader 
puts it this way: 


“Another angle of thie revolt 
against mixing politics with busi- 
ness is seen in the present dis- 
turbance in the United Grain 
Growers, Limited. The sharelold- 
ers are convinced that their in- 
terests are being subordinated to 
the political ambitions of a clique. 
At the next annual meeting there 
will probably be ‘fur in the air. 
The United Grain Growers is one 
of the most considerable grain- 
handling organizations in Canada, 
but its shareholders have discov- 
ered that business and’ politics 
mix as easily as oj} and water— 
and about as profitably. The ex- 
periences, they are now having 
should be a lesson to every co- 
operative elevator company in 
the country. Co-operation was 
adopted here in preference to gov- 
ernment owneréhip, because it. was 
thought that it contained less dan- 
ger of political manipulation. 
When politics are allowed to en- 
ter into co-operative business it 
is doomed.”
